Claim 57 (currently amended): A coating formed on the surface of a substrate, said 
coating comprising a dispersion of a polvmer. said polymer comprising a superabsorbent 
polymer, that absorb s greater than 100 times its weight in water, said dispersion further 
comprising a lubricant whoro i n oa i d l ubricant io o so l id organ i c lubricant, a col i d inorganic 
lubricant, wator containing a lubricant add i tivo, a phoophato, potroloum oi l groaco, wax, a 
synthotic oil lubricant soloctod from s ili conos, po l yphonyl others, si l icates, ch l or i natod aromat i oo, 
f l urocarbono and polyglyco l lubrioantc or groaooc thoroof , wherein said lubricant lubricants 
optionally contains conta i ning a lubricant additive. 

Claim 58 (currently amended): The coating of claim 57 wherein sajd the superabsorbent 
P olvmer absorbs groator than 100 timoc ito wo i ght i n wator and desorbs water when said the 
coating is dried. 

Claim 59 (previously presented): The coating of claim 57 further comprising a viscosity 
modifying agent. 
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Claim 60 (previously presented): The coating of claim 58 further comprising a viscosity 
modifying agent. 

Claim 61 (previously presented): The coating of claim 57 wherein the substrate 
comprises a cable. 

Claim 62 (previously presented): The coating of claim 57 wherein the substrate 
comprises a wire. 

Claim 63 (previously presented): The coating of claim 61 further comprising a viscosity 
modifying agent. 

Claim 64 (previously presented): The coating of claim 62 further comprising a viscosity 
modifying agent. 

Claim 65 (previously presented): The coating of any one of claims 57, 58, 61 or 62 
wherein the coating comprises a product made by the process of combining said 
superabsorbent polymer with said lubricant. 

Claim 66 (previously presented): The coating of any one of claims 59, 63 or 64 where 
said coating comprises a product produced by the process of combining said superabsorbent 
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polymer, lubricant and viscosity modifying agent. 

Claim 67 (previously presented): The coating of any one of claims 57-64 further 
comprising a binder. 

Claim 68 (previously presented): The coating of claim 67 wherein said coating 
comprises a product produced by the process of combining said superabsorbent polymer, said 
lubricant and said binder, and said viscosity modifying agent when present. 

Claim 69 (currently amended): A substantially anhydrous coating on at least one surface 
of two surfaces that fictionally engage one another, said coating comprised of a dispersion of a 
polymer comprising a superabsorbent polymer that absorbs greater than 100 times its weioht in 
water, said dispersion further comprising a lubricant, whoroin oaid lubricant io a so l id i norgan i c, a 
solid organic, a phoophoto, a potro l eum o il , potro l oum o i l groaoo, fatty o i l, fatty acid, wax, a 
synthot i o oi l lubricant wh i ch io coloctod from sil i conos, polyphonyl othoro, s il icatos, chlorinated 
aromat i oc, flurocarbonc, po l yg l yco l l ubricanto or groacoo thereof, po l ymerized o l of i ns, organic 
estors, or an i sootoaryl a l coho l containing two oxyothylono groups wherein said lubricant 
optionally contains a lubricant additive. 

Claim 70 (currently amended): The coating of claim 69 wherein said the superabsorbent 
polymer absorbs groatorthan 100 timos i to woight in wator and desorbs water when said the 
coating is dried. 
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Claim 71 (previously presented): The coating of claim 69 further comprising a 
viscosity modifying agent. 

Claim 72 (previously presented): The coating of claim 70 further comprising a 
viscosity modifying agent. 

Claim 73 (previously presented): The coating of claim 69 wherein the substrate 
comprises a cable. 

Claim 74 (previously presented): The coating of claim 69 wherein the substrate 
comprises a wire. 

Claim 75 (previously presented): The coating of claim 73 further comprising a viscosity 
modifying agent. 

Claim 76 (previously presented): The coating of claim 74 further comprising a 
viscosity modifying agent. 

Claim 77 (previously presented): The coating of any one of claim 69, 73 or 74 wherein 
the coating comprises a product made by the process of combining said superabsorbent 
polymer with said lubricant. 
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Claim 78 (previously presented): The coating of any one of claims 71 , 75 or 76 where 
said coating comprises a product produced by the process of combining said superabsorbent 
polymer, lubricant and viscosity modifying agent. 

Claim 79 (previously presented): The coating of any one of claims 69-76 further 
comprising a binder. 

Claim 80 (previously presented): The coating of claim 79 wherein said coating 
comprises a product produced by the process of combining said superabsorbent polymer, said 
lubricant and said binder, and said viscosity modifying agent when present.
